CONDITION OF GRAIN AND SMALL CROPS 
THROUGHOUT KENTUCKY TO DATE. 



The weather conditions during the first half 
of the week were not favorable to the ad- 
vancement of vegetation, though no injurious 
effects are reported. There was a deficiency 
In sunshine and temperature, some few local- 
ities reporting light frosts, from which, how- 
ever, no injury resulted. 

The latter half of the week, especially Satur- 
day and Sunday, gave a considerable excess 
of temperature and sunshine, from which 
crops and vegetation were gre 
Except for the heavy showers which prevsl 
throughout the Northern, Western and a 
tral parts of the state on the night of the 1Mb. 
the week was generally dry. only a few scat- 
tered showers being reported. 

The general effect of the above-described 
conditions was to advance vegetation slightly 
forward from the stage reported last week. 
The season Is still backward, but with this ex- 
ception the general outlook Is favorable. All 
farm w*>rk is well along, the weather condi- 
tions having offered little or no obstacle to Its 
progress. 

The cool, cloudy weather has favored the 
propagation of cat worms, and the damage 
fr»m them is reported to be serious in many 
counties, especially Flallard, Spencer, Trigg, 
Logan, Simpson, Daviess. McLean counties, 
and in the Western half of the state generally. 
In Trigg. Muhlenberg. Warren and Todd coun- 
ties the army worm has made its appearance, 
and in many localities farmers are ditching to 
save their crops from its ravages. 

Corn planting has made quite steady pro- 
gress during the weak. Iu the Western coun- 
ties the upland corn Is ail planted and some of 
it Is above the ground. It Is probable that 
the plantltg of lowland corn would have been 
completed except tor the appearance of such 
great numbers of cut worms. Until they 



Some of the corn laud will have to be r* 
ted on account of the Injury caused by these 

About three-fourths of the corn has been 
planted In the central counties, but the work 
has been retarded somewhat by unfavorable 
weather conditions. A week of warm, sunny 
weather will enable farmers to complete the 
planting of this crop. No serious damage

It has 
opened a foreign market for a barrel 
of American pork or a bushel of wheat 
or a dollars worth of manufactured 
goods, but has destroyed a considerable 
portion of the foreign market- alraadj 
possessed by Americans. It has not 
brought a dollar of money into the 
country, but has sent millions out.
